“Sherlock Holmes’’ 


Sherlock Holmes is the best known char- 
acter in fiction of the present generation, if 
not of all time; his name and fame have been 
carried over the civilized world until merely 
to pronounce the name conjures up a vision 
of a master detective of almost superhuman 
intelligence.

He is 
also the author of “The American Indian in 
the United States—Period 1850-1914,” that 
sets forth in detail the treatment of these 
wards of the government.

A Need for Town Supervision 


According to a notice which appeared 
in last week’s Townsman, the current 
week has been “Clean-up” week in 
Andover. The Board of Health has 
urged everyone to “clean up rubbish, 
garbage, and all else which would be a 
detriment to the public health,” and 
beginning on Monday next they plan to 
make an inspection of the town to 
determine how completely their orders 
have been carried out. 

There will be no opportunity for the 
delinquent cleaner to tell such an in| 
spector that the weather has not been 
suitable for out-door work. Dame| 
Nature has certainly cooperated with 
Andover in this respect. Nor have the 
days been such that fires for the destruc- 
tion of rubbish have been in any way 
dangerous if carefully watched. The 
most serious problem which has con- 
fronted most of us has been the proper 
care of our garbage and such other 
refuse as ordinarily finds its way to the 
garbage can. 

Whether or not it has become less 
fashionable to keep pigs then it was in 
former years, or whether science has 
decreed that some other food is better 
for the grunting animals, or whether 
pig-keepers are no longer interested in 
going far afield for their source of food 
supply, the fact is present that it is 
almost impossible to find anyone to 
remove the garbage from the back yard. 
It is really remarkable that a town of 
this size has been able to go for’so long 
without the town taking any official 
action toward the collection of garbage 
and rubbish. It is a problem which 
eventually must be faced and while one 
hesitates to suggest any enlargement of 
the town’s present activities, a situation 
whi le offerte ¢ e 
town’s health should receive some very 
immediate attention. 

To be sure, there are certain arrange- 
ments by which some are securing the 
removal of their refuse, but the arrange- 
ments are so unsatisfactory, the ques- 
tion of removal so uncertain, and the 
present facilities entirely unable to 
meet the demand for such service, that it 
really seems reasonable to investigate 
thoroughly the question of town super- 
vision of garbage and rubbish removal. 

In Lawrence, a city of 100,000 is 
cared for as far as garbage removal is 
concerned for a total cost of about 17 
cents per person per year. Probably the 
cost in Andover would exceed that 
somewhat, although the need for action 
comes more in a small section at the 
center of the town than it does in the 
outskirts, and a_ localized collection 
service could be operated more eco- 
nomically than could such a service over 
a sparsely settled section.

Sky-Writer Over Andover 


The last word in advertising, sky-writine 
by aeroplane, was seen over Andover for the 
first time, Wednesday noon, a little after one 
o’clock.

PERCHES SAVE BIRDS’ LIVES 


Simple Idea Which Has Resulted in 


the Preservation of Thousands of 
Migrating Songsters. 

Bird lovers in Great Britain will 
soon be watching for the return of the 
first migrants and those especially 
who live near the sea will remember 
the kindly thought of the Royal So- 
ciety for the Protection of Birds tn 
{ts work of providing resting places 
and perches on the lighthouses, with 
out which great numbers flutter round 
and round the dazzling light until they 
fall. 

It was thought at one time that the 
birds attracted by the Nght dashea 
against the glass. but the Duteh nat- 


uralist, Mr. Thijsse, discovered that 
they merely flew round and round the 
incomprehensible gleam, and he de- 
vised the plan of putting up a screen 


of perches above und below the Iii 


to which they might cling and rest 
before resuming (heir Journey by day- 
light.. The experiment was first tried 
at the great Terschelling light, where 
the destruction was reduced from a 


thousand in a nizht to a hundred in a 
season. 

The Bird Protection society has now 
set up these perches on four English 
lighthouses: The Caskets, St. Cath- 
erine’s, Spurn Head lighthouse and 
the South Bishop lighthouse. Each 
equipment costs £100 and £20 a year 
upkeep. The society hopes, as funds 
allow, to extend the plan to other 
lighthouses, where many thousands 
of birds are still falling every migra- 
tion season.—Christian Selence Mon- 
itor.

OLD TAVERNS IN NEW FORM 


“Rodomes” on the Pacific Coast Have 
Proved Popular With the Increas- 
ing Tourist Community, 

On the Pacific coast they are sup- 
plementing the parking reservations 
or camps for motor tourists with cara- 
vansaries or tourist Lotels which they 
call “rodomes.” Though why the 
perfectly serviceable English “road 
homes” should not be used, no one of- 
fers to explain, 

The institution itself, however, con 
cerns us most, and is a natural devel- 
opment of the vast overland touring 
movement that manifests itself every 
summer in the United States. The new 
kind of outing is growing enormously 
popular, and us the quality of the 
turnpikes- improve, will become far 
more so, 

The Far West “rodomes” of the 
larger size will each accommodate 
about 400 guests, and 90 automobiles, 
while the smaller ones will house 500 
guests and 45 cars. These wayside 
inns will be of one-story bungalow 
court construction, concrete and 
brick, with tiled roofs, and will exhibit 
picturesque exterior in keeping with 
the awakened taste for the artistic in 
this country. ’ 

All the apartments are to have 
kitchenettes, tourists expected to fur- 
nish thelr own food supplies. Camp 
grounds are not to be abolished, but 
the new structures are at hand to fur- 
nish shelter in bad weather, and to 
meet the desires of those who don’t 
care for roughing it. 

In a new form the ancient roadside 
tavern is thus to be restored, to fig-

Old Papers Recently Found in Attor- 
ney General Daugherty’s Office 
Date From Birth of Nation, 

Attorney General Daugherty recent- 
ly unearthed from old files In his office 
a various lot of papers dating back to 
George Washington's time. There 

ere documents written by such fa- 
mous attorneys general as Edmund 
Randolph, appointed in 1789, and the 
first man to hold the office, William 
Wirt, John M. Berriea and Caleb Cush- 
Ing. : 

The document of greatest human in- 
terest Is what Is now regarded as the 
last oflicial letter of President Lincoln. 
It was written by Attorney General 
Speed on the day the evening of which 
saw the assassination at Ford’s thea- 
ter. It appears that Lincoln frequent- 
ly scrawled » few words to the attor- 
ney general across the backs of papers 
sent him fer comment and direction. 

Another paper shows that Walt 
Whitman, the poet, was on. the pay 
roll of the attorney general's office 
as an clerk about the time of the Olvil 
war, He drew less than $100 a month 
in salary. 

These documents will all be pre- 
served with especial care and added to 
the collection of other interesting his- 
torical papers In the possession of the 
government.

The main feature was the talk given by 
Everett Ireland, director offcontinuation and 
Americanization schools of Somerville. He 
stated that Andover will next fall have a 
continuation school of its own and for that 
reason, thought that those present would be 
glad to know what it is and for what it 
stands. 

Mr. Ireland stated that the early educa- 
tion of the child depends largely upon the 
mother. For the first four or five years the 
mothers are the whole show. They are the 
only teachers that the children have. The 
child’s brain makes 90 per cent of its develop- 
ment in the first five years of life and 10 per 
cent afterwards, even if the child lives to be 
100 years old. By knowing this, he said, one 
can reale the duty of the mother, 

Mr. Ireland talked of the work of the 
school, where he is director and of the great 
work it is doing, emphasizing the individual 
work of his corps of teachers. Before closing 
his remarks he spoke on Americanization 
schools which are for foreign-born people in 
particular, giving statistics and pointing out 
the need of the foreigner to know the English 
language so as to give him the same oppor- 
tunity as the American. Many factories are 
now having teachers come in at noon hour 
to teach the English language to the foreign- 
speaking people, which is proving to be a big 
asset to the factory where they are employed. 

At the close of the interesting talk, the 
committee in charge served refreshments.

vOut on the Ford farm at Dearborn, Mich., 
_perated entirely by Fordson tractor power, 
there was no use for the great loads of straw 
annually harvested there with the grain until 
the Ford Motor Company, given to doing 
unusual things, found a use for it. . 

‘The straw is used an as ingredient in the 
composition of Fordite, a material of flint- 
like hardness and a development of the Ford 
Motor Company, from which steering wheels 
are made and the Fordite plant at Highland 
Park supplies these steering wheels for all 
Ford cars and trucks, wherever assembled 
throughout the world—in the United States, 
Canada and abroad—and also for use on 
Fordson tractors. 

The Fordite plant, begun about four years 
ago something as an experiment, is at present 
producing an average of 8,500 of these steer- 
ing wheels dai y under the manufacturing 
schedule of three eight-hour working shifts 
six days a week. Subjected to the most 
minute inspection and given the most ex- 
acting tests, they are the strongest and most 
durable steering wheels produced, of ever- 
wearing quality, a bright lustrous black and 
superior in many ways to wooden steering 
wheels.

rollers for a period of forty-five minutes. 
By that time the substance is ready for the 
tubing machines into which it is fed in small 
strips and from which it emerges through a 
round die, fifteen-sixteenths of an inch in 
diameter, much as sausage from a sausage 
grinding machine. As it comes out it is cut, 
on the bias into lengths of 52 inches and then 
is ready to be rolled into the outside covering 
of fine rubber-like substance. 

After the core has been wrapped into the 
covering, which is of equal length and seven 
and a half inches wide, affording a double 
cover, the whole is secured in circular form 
and sent to steel molds the exact size of a 
steering wheel. 

Held fast in these molds under hydraulic 
pressure of 2,000 pounds to the square inch, 
these Fordite steering wheels are subjected 
to a heat treatment of 68 pounds of steam 
for ad ie of fifty minutes. Hot as they 
come from the steam ovens, they are soft and 
pliable, but within a short time after they 
are placed on the cooling racks they assume a 
flint-like hardness that remains. 

Next, the Fordite steering wheels go to the 
finishing room where they are smoothly 
trimmed and polished. The pressed steel 
“spider,” or cross piece, is then placed in the 
wheel and securely fastened on by a machine 
which in one operation bores a small hole and 
in the next screws in the screw. The steering 
wheel is then ready for shipment and assem- 
bly on the car, 

Manufacture of these wheels is only a part 
of the work done in the Fordite plant. In 
addition it turns out a daily average of 
9,000 front spring pads, 150,000 commutator 
insulator buttons, 9,000 magneto contact 
insulators, 7,500 cutout insulators, 8,000 
motor starter insulators, 8,000 generator 
insulators, 7,500 dash terminal blocks, 
6,000 battery cable bushings 19,000 hood 
block bushings, 20,000 tail light wire bush 
ings, 3,200 battery covers, 6,500 rear panel 
plugs, and 10,000 cable insulators for metal 
dashes. 


CANADA’S IDLE WATER POWER 


Estimated That 94 Per Cent of Avai' 
able Potency Has Yet to Be 
Harnessed, 

Canada’s waterfalls developed 3,0UU, 
000 horse-power of electrical energy 
during 1922. The revenue to manu- 
facturers from this power amounted 
to $81,600,000, according to a report 
issued by the federal water powers 
branch of the Dominion government. 

Ontario, with Niagara Falls as its 
chief source of power, led in produc- 
tion among the provinces with 1,830,- 
000 _horse-power, the report shows. 
Quebec followed closely with 1,100,- 
000 horse-power, and British Columbia 
was third with 310,000. The remain- 
der was distributed among Manitoba, 
Alberta, Nova Scotia, New Brunswick 
and Prince Edward island. 

Despite the high cost of construc- 
tion, hydro-power devetopment in- 
stalled last year totaled 529,000 horse- 
power. Total capital invested In wa- 
ter power is estimated at $620,658,- 
731. Horse-power development amounts 
to 887 per 1,000 of Canada’s popula- 
tion, 

“Demand upon industrial centers for 
greater production is increasing with 
the cultivation of new stretches of 
farm land in the West,” the report 
states. “Industrial experts are urg- 
ing rapid installation of hydro-power 
plants with a view to providing ma- 
chinery and other farm supplies at a 
lower cost, and thus stimulate the 
greater settlement of lands.” . 

Water power now in use represents 
a little over 6 per cent of Canada’s 
total water power resources, which 
are estimated by the report at 41,700,- 
horse-power. 


JUDGE’S IDEA OF JUSTICE 


Explanation of Why Mercy Was 
Shown to Defaulting Banker and 
Severity to Chicken Thief. 
Judge Swartz’ resignation § after 
86 years on the bench In Montgomery 
county reminds me of a letter which 
I once received from him, “Girard” 
writes in the Philadelphia Inquirer. 
He had sentenced a man to several 
years In prison for stealing chickens. 
The value of the booty was only a 

few dollars, 

“It happened on the same day that 
unother judge in a central Pennsyl- 
vania county had sentenced a bank 
president to one year in prison. 

The banker had misappropriated 
over $100,000, and for a period of 
many years he had falsified the ac- 
counts of the bank as returned to the 
comptroller of the currency. These 
two items were printed together in a 
Philadelphia newspaper as showing 
the difference in judicial severity. 

The letter I got from Judge Swartz 
said it appeared on the face of it as 
if he had punished his man too hard, 
but the fact was the chicken thief was 
an old offender, to whom a term in 
prison meant no mental stress. 

The bank president, argued Judge 
Swartz, would be punished the more 
severely by his brief term in jail, due 
to his higher standards of life. 


Tree Planting in Massachusetts. 

Massachusetts will have the big- 
gest tree planting bee in its history 
this spring when 2,000,000 pines and 
spruces are set out™by cities, towns 
and private citizens on waste land. 
Most of the young trees will be sold 
at nominal cost by the state. 

“There has been a decided awaken- 
ing in Massachusetts to the: need of 
forest conservation,” sald Chief For- 
ester H. O. Cook recently. ‘In the 
state nurseries, in which we raise 
pines and spruces, we have 1,506,000 
trees of the best age for transplanting. 
There is such an increased interest in 
this subject that we expect to pro- 
duce transplantable trees in our 
nurseries at a rate In excess of 4,000,- 
000 annually.” 

The lowest estimated cost of the for- 
est plantings is two cents for each 
little tree. The entire cost probably 
will exceed $40,000. In 50 years the 
trees should be worth $200,000, 
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PROFIT IN LOW-GRADE ORE 


Mining Engineers See the Possibility, 
but Enormous Capital Will Have 
to Be Employed. 


Rtadium-bearing pegmatites in vari- 
ous districts in Ontario, Canada, will 
eventually be profitably exploited, ac- 
cording to a writer in the Engineering 
and Mining Journal-Press of New York. 
He states that the pegmatites of the 
province undoubtedly contain in the 
aggregate a relatively enormous amount 
of radium and thorium minerals, but 
these occur in a widely disseminated 
condition. Low-grade ore containing a 
pound or two of uranium oxide to the 
ton might, under certain conditions, 
prove workable, the tailings constitut- 
ing a refined ground feldspar product, 
for the pottery industries, that would 
be the main source of revenue, while 
the uranium minerals would be a by- 
product obtainable probably at a little 
extra expense. The application of a 
concentration process would remove 
not only the radium minerals, but also 
various impurities, such as magnetite, 
ilmenite, pyrite and tourmaline, thus 
improving the quality of the feldspar 
product and enabling deposits to be 
worked on a large scale. Such opera- 
tions, however, could probably be suc- 
cessfully carried on only by a company 
with sufficient capital to produce and 
market ground feldspar in large quan- 
tities, mine mica and recover and re- 
fine the rare mineral by-products. 


NAME NOT HOUSEHOLD WORD 


When Governor Parker of Louisiana 
Realized How Unknown a Promi- 
nent Man Can Be. 


Gov. John M. Parker of Louisiana re- 
lates this incident, in the New York 
Herald: “ ‘Pride goeth before a fall.’ 
Sometimes it is a real good thing to 
realize what an infinitesimal molecule 
a man is. Occasionally this fact is 
brought to the attention of the man in 
public life,

ADDING TO WAR’S CASUALTIES 
Buried Shells Continue to Do Deadly 
Work in France—Tragedy in 
Parisian Hotel. 

Shells buried in northern France 
during the war continue to explode oc- 
caslonally when struck by peasants’ 
plows, adding to the war casualties 
four years after the cessation of hos- 
tilities. The question is often asked 
whether an unexploded shell ever be 
comes harmless. Some experts say 
never, unless exposed to the air, while

The theory of the latter group is 
hardly borne out by an ineldent which 
recently occurred in a Paris hotel. A 
projectile of the time of Napoleon III 
had long been used by the hotel em- 
ployees as a pestle, und had several 
times been fitted with new handles to 
replace those pounded off. Recently 
it was left in close proximity to the 
hotel furnace, with the result that 
the hotel engineer has gone into the 
class of casualties of the war of 1870,
